GEORGIAN FARMHOUSE | REAL HOMES 


We loved the vaulted ceiling that 
gives the kitchen a barn-like feeling, 
and with windows on three sides 
it’s the lightest room in the house’ 

I t was the birth of twins Grace and Archie that 
first sowed the seeds for a move to the country 
for London couple Leo Vaughan Williams, a 
furniture designer, and his wife Sarah, who runs 
her own PR company. ‘We wanted to be sure we 
liked country life, so as we had friends in Dorset we 
initially rented a house near them while we got to 
know the area better,’ recalls Sarah. After nearly a 
year of exploring various parts of the West Country, 

Leo eventually found the ideal house on the Prime 
Location website. Situated on the edge of a hamlet 
in rural Wiltshire and dating from the early 1800s, 
the unpretentious but beautifully proportioned late- 
Georgian farmhouse was indeed in a prime location, 
as far as Leo and Sarah were concerned. Although 
it feels quite remote and we overlook nothing but 
fields, we’re only 15 minutes from the M4, which 
is ideal for Leo as he’s out visiting clients several 
times a week. And we’re close enough to the nearest 
town to make shopping and the school run viable,’ 
explains Sarah. 

The previous owners had already added the 
large kitchen extension to one side of the house, >>

but Leo lost little time redesigning it to suit their 
requirements. ‘We loved the high vaulted ceiling 
that gives the space a barn-like feeling, and with 
windows on three sides it’s the lightest room in the 
house,’ he says. ‘However, everything else needed 
changing. The vintage oil-fired Aga was unreliable 
and kept breaking down, so we bit the bullet and 
replaced it with a electric one, which is much more 
efficient and keeps the draughts at bay’ Next to 
go were the kitchen units. ‘They weren’t well made 
and the layout wasn’t ideal for us; we needed lots 
more preparation space as we often cook together, 
especially when we have a house full of guests at 
the weekend.’ Also on Sarah’s wish list was space 
for Archie and Grace to sit up at the worktop - ‘I 
like being able to keep an eye on them while I’m 
cooking or working on my laptop,’ she says. 

BLANK CANVAS 

When Leo and Sarah moved in to the three- 
storey house they were presented with a blank 


canvas. Every room was painted cream from top 
to bottom. ‘We both felt the house was crying 
out for an injection of colour and pattern. Leo 
wanted to use a polished plaster finish known as 
marmorino for the sitting room walls, which he 
says always makes him think of Venetian palazzos. 
The atmosphere was transformed overnight by 
the earthy warmth of the terracotta hues and it’s 
magical in the evening when it’s lit by the fire and 
candlelight,’ says Sarah. 

The library has a very different feel with ebony 
bookcases designed by Leo lining the walls. ‘The 
uprights have inlaid brass panels set into them 
that refract and reflect the light. I spend a lot of 
time in the library - another part of my work is 
advising collectors of pictures and furniture, so 
I designed a round table which I can work at or 
hold meetings around when necessary’ says Leo. 

His passion for design began in the cradle. 

‘My mother’s interest in art and the design of 
fine objects was a great influence. As soon as I >>

left school, the first thing I did was to enrol on a 
decorative arts and furniture course at the V&A.’ 

He then worked for Christies in London and New 
York, before returning to the UK in 2002 when 
he established his own company Beckford, which 
specialises in the design of bespoke objects of 
luxury for clients. ‘Seeing fine craftsmanship on a 
daily basis inspired me to create my own designs, 
which I then have made in the finest materials by 
the most highly skilled British craftsmen in their 
field,’ he explains. Pieces include dining and desk 
accessories in wood, chess and backgammon sets 
on finely tooled leather boards and luggage. 

COLOUR AND PATTERN 

For the large and light main bedroom Sarah and 
Leo papered the walls in a traditional design with a 
shaped headboard covered in matching fabric. ‘We 
wanted each of the bedrooms to have a very different 
look,’ says Sarah. ‘The one in the attic is chinoiserie in 
style with a pagoda-shaped headboard covered in 
fabric of the same design, while the other one is more 
contemporary and masculine with pale grey walls 
and a plain headboard covered in dark grey wool. 
Our plan is for Archie to move in there when he’s a 
bit older - but he has to stop drawing cars on the 
walls before we’ll even consider it!’ ^

REAL HOMES | CONVERTED STATION 



ON THE RIGHT TRACK 

An old railway station has been rescued from ruin and 
transformed into a showcase for the owners’ eclectic memorabilia

G race Lane and her mother Rachel had 
been house-hunting for a while when 
they stumbled upon a small black and 
white advert for an old railway station in the local 
paper. ‘It immediately aroused our interest and 
we went for a viewing the next day,’ explains 
Grace. ‘We wanted a property of character, 
something out of the ordinary, and we knew 
straight away, as soon as we walked in and saw the 
high arched sash windows, that we would have to 
fight for it.’ They were right. The property was 
to be sold via closed bid auction, with interested 
parties invited to submit their best offer. After a 
nail-biting wait, Grace and Rachel discovered they 
were the highest bidders and the house was theirs. 

WORK/LIFE BALANCE 

Having lived for three years in London while 
doing her degree in Costume for Performance, 
Grace always looked forward to coming back 
home to Lincolnshire where she felt more at 
peace, and since finishing her degree has lived 
and worked here ever since, creating unique 
handmade creatures. ‘That’s the beauty of the 
internet: you still have the resources to run your 
business, even in the middle of nowhere,’ says 
Grace. ‘I’m surrounded by open fields, my two 


lovely dogs and three plump chickens who never 
fail to provide an egg for my breakfast.’ 

Grace and her mother, an artist/illustrator, 
bought their near-derelict former railway station 
15 years ago. Built in 1867, it was part of the old >>

Lincolnshire line that ran to Stamford three miles 
away, which closed in 1929 when its fortunes failed 
after a general strike. ‘The place was structurally 
sound when we bought it, although the interior 
was a complete mess,’ explains Grace. 

The station was gutted and all the electrics 
and plumbing were started from scratch, which 
gave this creative duo the opportunity to remodel 
the interior layout. ‘The waiting room became a 
bedroom, and the ticket office is now the lounge,’ 
explains Grace. ‘The property also comprises 
one additional bedroom with an en suite, a main 
bathroom, kitchen, dining room, lounge, small 
conservatory, small office and porch. ‘We also have 
a garden surrounding all sides of the property. 

To one end we have a large chicken run and an 
area that is split into sections of patio, gravel 
garden and lawn. My studio is also located on 
this side, where it catches the morning sun. To 


the other side of the property we have just had 
a greenhouse erected, where we plan to grow 
vegetables and flowers in the coming spring.’ 

HISTORY IN THE MAKING 

Inside the property, walls are painted white and 
almost completely covered with memorabilia, 
every inch filled with carefully grouped collections 
of photographs and artwork. Looking about the 
dining room, for example, the walls are hung 
with old station-style clocks, while a wall in the 
living room is devoted to framed photographs 
commemorating the station’s history. Other 
intriguing finds are scattered about elsewhere, all 
with an air of fondness to times gone by such as 
an antique dummy in the dining room, the old 
perpetual calendar next to the back door and 
even score cards from a local cricket ground. ‘My 
mother and I have always had eclectic tastes,’ says >> 
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Opposite page The 

dining room is a showcase 
for Grace and Rachel’s 
eclectic finds. The set of 
drawers came from a house 
clearance place in town. 
They sell a lot of tacky 
old lady things but you 
can sometimes find 
something good,’ says 
Grace. Above left Grace 
and Rachel moved in to the 
house 1 5 years ago and 
immediately set about filling 
it with intriguing memorabilia 
and treasured finds. 

Above Black and white 
chequeboard floor tiles make 
a striking statement against 
the soft green paintwork of 
the kitchen units. Left Much 
of the artwork that covers 
the walls is by this creative 
duo - the distinctive flower 
painting is by Rachel. 
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Grace. ‘We’ve sourced things from a range of 
places, from eBay to junk shops and even the odd 
skip, adding bits and pieces into the mix as we’ve 
seen them.’ Where artwork has been bought new, 
Grace and her mother have cleverly aged it with 
varnish to tie in with the older pieces. 

A PERFECT RECIPE 

The bulk of Grace’s work is done in her attractive 
garden studio, which was built three years ago over 
a single weekend by a team of talented workers as 
the need for a more separate space became 
increasingly apparent, but she still brings the odd 
thing into the house to watch a favourite TV 
programme or to have a chat with her mum in 
the dining room. Both home and studio are an 
extension of her work, giving the perfect recipe 
for a wonderful working environment. ^

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KEEPING IT IN 
THE FAMILY 

Making their mark on an inherited 15th-century dairy, 
Amanda and Will Godman-Dorrington added a large extension 
to maximise the views and create space for their busy family

THE OWNERS Will is a dairy farmer and Amanda is 
an interior decorator who runs a bed and breakfast. 
The couple have two sons, Archie and Hamish. 

THE PROPERTY A six-bedroom farmhouse dating 
back to the 1400s. DATE PURCHASED The couple 
inherited the house in 1990. IMPROVEMENTS 
MADE A huge extension was added at right angles 
to the original house, which has increased the size of 
the kitchen while also opening up the amazing views. 


S et in 500 acres of Sussex farmland encircled 
by the South Downs, an old dairy that is home 
to Amanda and Will Goodman and their two 
boys commands uninterrupted views for 30 to 40 
miles around. ‘Living without another house in 
sight is quite special, and being high up is an added 
bonus,’ says Amanda, watching the polo ponies graze 
in front of her drawing room windows. It is hard 
to believe that the original house didn’t have even 
one ground-floor window positioned to savour such 
spectacular views of the Downs. 

‘There is no point in having a view and not being 
able to enjoy it,’ Amanda observes, ‘but it was just the 
way the house was orientated. Starting life as a dairy 
in the 15th century, I expect the workers in those 
days simply didn’t have time to sit still to appreciate 
a view, however lovely it might be.’ 

TIME FOR CHANGE 

About 500 years after the dairy was built, an Arts 
and Crafts-style drawing room was added in the 
1930s using flint and brick and leaded windows 
to match those there already. Finally, when Amanda 
and Will took over the house and farm from 
Will’s parents, they began to dream of ways to 
make it their own. ‘Inheriting a house from your 
in-laws is a huge blessing,’ says Amanda, ‘especially 
this one, because all the original features were so 
well preserved. Thick oak doors, beams, leaded 
windows, large inglenooks and bumpy floorboards 
all contribute to its homely quirkiness. And as my 
in-laws were such great gardeners, it was like 
inheriting a mini Wisley.’ 

Two drawbacks were the lack of views and the very 
small kitchen, which was frustrating for Amanda, 
who is well known for her great cooking and hungry 
boys; so once the electrics, plumbing and bathrooms 
had been upgraded, the couple sat down to discuss 
ways they could extend to include a much larger >> 
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A large island unit divides the 
kitchen from the falriily dining 
room. Amanda fouhi:t One pine 
chairs and table at Ardingly 
Antiques & Collectors Fair 
(01636 70232^:^ww.iacf. 
co.uk/ardinglyfr^he island 
unit is painted in Theatre Red 
and the other units and walls 
are painted in Rolling Fog, 
both by The Little Greene 
Paint Company (0845 880

com). The units are by Martin 
Taylor (01428 708123, www. 
martintaylordesign.co.uk). 
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The home office is tucked below 
the eaves on the mezzanine floor 
of the new extension. Amanda 
decorated the wall behind the 
steps with a mural called Library - 
Colourful Knowledge by Mr 
Perswall (www.mrperswall.co.uk), 
which fakes a real bopkshelf. 
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It was our most challenging project to date - and the most 
worthwhile. The space has totally transformed our way of 
life as we can all live here together without feeling crowded' 


kitchen. To enjoy the best view, they decided on a 
double-height modern barn to be built in natural 
materials set at right angles to the existing house. 
‘This was the best position, not just for the views 
of the Downs, but also to catch the most hours of 
sun,’ explains Amanda. Inside the new barn, they 
installed a mezzanine floor tucked below the apex 
of the roof to use as an office. Most usefully, the 
projected office floor then created space below for 
a much-needed boot room, cloakroom and larder. 

TOTAL TRANSFORMATION 

Having done up two small barns to use for 
Amanda’s bed and breakfast business, the couple 
had the confidence to undertake what turned out 
to be their largest and most challenging project to 
date - and the most worthwhile. ‘This space has 
totally transformed our way of life,’ says Amanda, 


‘as it means we can all live here together without 
feeling crowded.’ The new extension also gave 
Amanda a chance to indulge her passion for 
decorating, using contemporary colours and 
fabrics to mingle with family antiques and modern 
furniture. ‘I like to introduce modern shapes, even 
to the more traditional rooms in the older part of 
the house. Because of its chequered history, there 
were features that I wanted to show off. Equally 
there were others that were best concealed: the 
old well, once part of the dairy, had to be safely 
hidden below my laundry room floor, but when we 
knocked two tiny bedrooms into one, we decided 
to keep the old timberwork exposed.’ 

Amanda’s style is classically English in an off- 
beat, unpretentious and homely way, with ancestral 
portraits hanging against pale grey panelled walls 
mixed with large capital letters and primitive >>

paintings of dogs and ducks. Her collections of 
cherished objects range from Indian slippers to 
Vietnamese fishing pots. Part of her upcycled 
experiments include the coffee table in the 
drawing room and chunky wooden lamp bases, 
all made from the timber offcuts that would 
otherwise have been thrown out by the builders 
when the barn was being built. 

EYE FOR A BARGAIN 

Not surprisingly her friends, who often ask her 
for professional advice, fondly nickname her 
‘Miss Eagle Eye’, because she is so quick to spot a 
bargain. Eurnishing on a budget inspires rather 
than restricts Amanda, who has worked out some 
useful decorating maxims over the years. ‘I never 
buy patterned tiles,’ she says, ‘as you can tire 
of them so quickly. Eor the same reason, I buy 
timeless textiles and I use sisal rugs rather than 


pale oak floors. As a self-styled Mrs Can’t-afford- 
it-but-can-effect-it, she finds pretty shapes to 
paint, so the house is full of colour. 

Being the only woman in an otherwise 
male-dominated household, Amanda enjoys 
the freedom of being creative without too much 
resistance. She could paint the walls of the snug 
inglenook in blue and green stripes and her 
menfolk probably wouldn’t notice, although 
they are all silently grateful for the relaxed and 
colourful ambiance of their home. All of her 
artistic endeavours only serve to increase the 
charm and homeliness of the farmhouse. ‘It 
is an on-going project,’ says her husband Will, 
knowingly. Amanda smiles in agreement and 
adds: ‘Like the Eorth Bridge.’ ^

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hroughout the Dean household you can 
sense the imminence of Christmas, for it’s 
at this time of year that Sophie likes to 
pull out the stops. At the beginning of December 
I start to think about how I’m going to decorate 
the house. We get the main tree a couple of weeks 
into December and then I get the decorations 
out,’ says Sophie. ‘I love this time of year - it’s all 
about family, enjoying an open fire and making 
gingerbread men with the children.’ 

The Deans found their house in March 2006. At

flat in the historic Pantiles in nearby Tunbridge 
Wells. ‘There wasn’t anywhere to park and we were 
thinking about starting a family so it was time to 
move,’ says Sophie. 

Ian found the cottage on the internet. As we’d 
done the town thing by then, everything about 
the country lane leading to the property felt 
right,’ says Sophie. ‘I knew as I opened the front 
door that this was where I wanted to live. It was 
a combination of the old brickwork, weathered 
wood and even the click of the door handle.’ 

RIPE FOR RENOVATION 

The interior was cold and dark but ripe for 
renovation. Once the couple moved in they began 
to inject some TLC into the neglected property. 
Low points were discovering that the chimney 
breast was unsupported, hundreds of tiny moths 
living under a Formica worktop and asbestos in 
one of the bedrooms. Sophie made mood boards 
with lighting, wiring and furniture plans for 
each room. ‘That’s what really helped to keep me 
positive,’ she admits. ‘I spent a long time on the 
internet sourcing things that weren’t as expensive 
as they looked.’ 

The couple worked every weekend on the 
renovation for more than a year. Plastic windows 
were replaced with wooden ones and French 
windows were added at the back of the house. 
Sophie shovelled rubble in bags while Ian and 
his brother-in-law did most of the building work. 
Surrounded by debris, they slept on a blow-up bed 
and cooked on a camping stove. Every morning, 
Ian and Sophie would dust themselves down 
before leaving for work. ‘The irony was that I was 
advising clients on their interiors, having come 
from a hovel myself,’ Sophie laughs. 

Never content to rest on their laurels, in 2012 
the kitchen extension was added. ‘This time we 
had the dust, disruption and upheaval with two 
young children,’ says Sophie. 

FAMILY TRADITIONS 

On Christmas Eve, Ted and Dorrie open their 
first presents - a pair of new pyjamas. ‘Once 
they’ve put their pyjamas on we go into the sitting 
room to sit by the fire and read The Night Before »

Christmas morning starts around Sam 
when the children creep downstairs to find 
their stockings filled. The family then enjoys 
a breakfast of scrambled eggs, smoked salmon 
and Champagne. The children put on their new 
Christmas Day outfits and await the arrival of 
other members of the family. ‘Last year there 
were 14 of us,’ Sophie recalls. After the meal we 
like to go for a really long walk before coming 
home to open the rest of the presents.’ 

PEACEFUL SANCTUARY 

Sophie and Ian have created a beautiful family 
home that exudes warmth and happiness. 
However, never content to live in a static 
environment, Sophie has a fondness for moving 
things about. ‘I feel it’s good to refresh a space 
and then you see it again in a different way,’ she 
says. ‘It’s a bit of joke as it can be disorientating 
for Ian and the children.’ 

Sophie is clearly pleased they took the decision 
to move out of the town. ‘I love it here - it feels 
like a sanctuary. Leaving the busy road and 
entering the green lanes never fails to uplift me. 
It’s so quiet you can hear the birds singing, and

STROLLING 

While most gardens have been put to bed there are still some inspiring 
options specifically planted to celebrate the winter season

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HILLIER GARDENS, HAMPSHIRE 


T he Sir Harold Hillier Gardens are the largest 
of their kind in Europe - with a vast collection 
of hardy trees and shrubs that continues to 
be developed, and home to one of the best winter 
gardens in the world. When the Hillier family took up 
residence in the adjacent Jer my n’s House in 1953, Sir 
Harold set about transforming the land around his 
home into the park-like gardens you see today. There 
are some 42,000 plants in an area of 180 acres with 
something of interest throughout the year. In 1997 
the gardens’ importance were recognised by their 
inclusion in the English Heritage’s Register of Historic 
Parks and Gardens as being of special historic interest. 

Michael W Buffin, well-respected author and advisor 
for the National Trust, helped design the winter garden 
when he was curator of living collections at Hilliers. 
The garden is designed as a magical winter walk. 
Visitors stroll the central lawn or one of the many paths 
that weave through the plantings allowing close-up 
observations of the details. Set in four acres, it contains 
more than 650 different plants grown for winter effect 
that are at their best from November to March. 

There are blocks of massed plantings to increase 
the effects, structural evergreens as backdrops and 


attention to all levels, from towering trees to carpets 
of ground cover. Holding the national collections 
of cornus and Hamamelis (witch hazel) ensures a 
dazzling selection of these gems. Other highlights 
include eye-catching tangles of Rubus thibetanus, 
tactile barks, waving ornamental grasses and sweetly 
scented daphnes. I particularly loved fringings of 
copper-toned Bergenia ‘Sunningdale’ under spidery 
witch hazel, accompanied by wafting Cortaderia 
selloana Aureolineata’ (pampas grass), contrasted with 
architectural small phormiums.

eye against the background of the golden and red 
stems, while clipped yews and conifers lend a sense 
of formality to the design. My close-up study also 
revealed more subtle gems, such as the tiny blood-red 
flower of Parrotia persica (ironwood), golden heads of 
mahonia glinting in the mist and the remaining crab 
apples that were yet to be gobbled up by the resident 
birds, dripping with dew-like rare jewels. 

Following your stroll around the winter walk I can 
highly recommend popping in to the famous Bettys 
Cafe Tea Rooms, which has a branch at Harlow Carr. 


A s an RHS garden, your expectations of great 
botanical care will not be disappointed at 
Harlow Carr. Covering 68 acres, it’s glorious 
throughout the year, and winter is no exception. At the 
time of my visit, the fog was so thick you could barely 
see your hand, yet the effect was quite magical, and 
to appreciate the details you had to get up close and 
personal to the plants. Shiny Christmas balls sparkled 
on bare branches to welcome you to the garden, and 
glimpses of muted forms beckoned beyond along The 
Winter Walk, which is designed to inspire ideas you 
can replicate at home. The walk runs east to west to 
catch the best of the morning and late-afternoon sun 
in order to light up the fiery stems and outline the 
sculptural shapes of the bare trees. 

Grasses really star in their winter planting, along 
with a masterful use of coloured stems and trees. 
Translucent shimmering Miscanthus sinensis grasses 
appear in huge clumps, their parchment tones ethereal 
in the mist, partnered with blackened seedheads of 
rudbeckias. Fans of golden Salix irrorata and explosions 
of red Cornus sericea ‘Cardinal’ and Aurea’ add colour 
to the landscape. Shiny orange-barked Prunus serrula 
and stands of Betula pendula are planted to catch the

WAKEHURST PLACE, SUSSEX 


K ew’s country garden is a joy to visit at any 
time of year and winter is no exception to 
discover its specially planted area. Situated to 
the west of the Elizabethan mansion, adjacent to the 
walled garden, you will find vibrant stems, architectural 
greens, scented flowers, textural barks and skeletal 
parchment-toned grasses in a series of carefully 
designed beds and borders. Brimming with a vast array 
of plants, it is sure to brighten the dullest winter day. 

In one bed, yellow and green variegated shrubs 
contrast with a carpet of winter-flowering Erica carnea 
‘Springwood White’ along with other hues of heather 
in pink and crimson that ebb and flow from December 
through to March. By the lawns, mass-planted 
dogwoods, including the aptly named Cornus sanguinea 
‘Midwinter Fire’ and willows, with their scarlet and 
golden stems, have been placed to catch the rays of low 
winter sunlight. The unusual black stems of Hydrangea 
macrophylla ‘Nigra’ act as a striking foil, intensifying the 
sight. Another bed shows the power of monochrome. 
Magnificent white-barked birches are underplanted 
with inky-black Ophiopogon planiscapus ‘Nigrescens’ 
(mondo grass) dotted with emerging snowdrops. 

As you stroll the paths and explore the detail you 


will also enjoy intoxicating scents. Most of the flowers 
are not large or showy at this time of the year so 
you may have to hunt for the sources. Subtle cream 
sarcococca (sweet box), twiggy honeysuckle or spidery 
witch hazel are just three to discover. Remember that 
some blooms hold fast to their scent so try almost 
burying your nose in them to discover their fragrance. 
Other perfumes will waft over you as you pass by. ^

GARDEN I DIARY 






This month: how to add seasonal 
colour, enjoy a winter harvest and 
make natural Christmas decorations 

Leigh Clapp, Period Homes & Interiors gardening expert 

Whether the days are crisp and bright or misty and 
cold, take time to enjoy the details around you as 
winter advances. Birds foraging on berries; bare 
branches and stems forming a skeletal tracery against 
the sky; plants going into dormancy; tones of russet, 
fawn and umber all around; these are all sights to 
savour. On good days get out into the garden and 
tackle one job at a time - continue to tidy borders 

and rake up leaves, while 


Plant an informal rose hedge 

O Prepare the ground with organic 
matter and ensure good drainage, 
o Select wild species and cultivars 
that have fruits or hips, which are 
lovely to look at in autumn and great 
food for the birds, such as Rosa 
canina or Rosa rugosa ‘Alba’. @ You 
don’t need to prune heavily, just trim 
old wood and shape in spring. Don’t 
deadhead flowers or you’ll miss out 
on the glossy rose hips. 


digging over beds will 
make planting easier 
come spring - when days 
are inclement snuggle up 
inside with some catalogues 
or Period Homes ^ Interiors 
and plan new ideas. I 
like to add some winter 
cheer by popping in some 
heather, cyclamen or winter 
pansies around the base 
of our potted topiary. You 

can pot up containers from scratch with a central 
focal point such a small conifer or phormium and 
surround it with low-growing choices. 

As the festive season is nearly upon us, collect 
greenery, seedheads, flowers and berries to make 
some natural Christmas decorations. One tip is to 
cut branches or sprigs from different sections of 
the tree as heavy pruning could leave the plant 
vulnerable to frost. Hopefully your birds will have 
left some berries on the holly. I love to bring in 
these traditional symbols on Christmas Eve to 
adorn the fireplace in my home. 

In the vegetable garden, harvest some leeks 
to add to potatoes for warming soups, but leave 
parsnips in the ground until we’ve have some 
good frosts to make them sweeter and tastier 
for casseroles and roasting.

HEART 
OF STONE 

Traditional cabinetry, stone floors and a new extension 
gave the owners of this 1 7th-century farmhouse near the 
Peak District the kitchen they had always dreamed of 



When Jon and Nicola 
started planning their new 
kitchen, it quickly became 
obvious that it was just 
too small for what they 
wanted. ‘We worked with 
designers at deVOL on a 
plan based on the existing 
floor space, but then decided to extend 
to create something special,’ explains Jon. 

As the kitchen is accessed directly 
from the front door, their priority was 
to add a peninsula island unit. This 
creates a dividing space within the 
new extension and makes more of an 
entrance to the house.

flooring in the old kitchen was slate, 
which made the space feel dark, so 
replacing it with something light was 
key. ‘We knew we wanted natural stone. 
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‘When you walk in, everything feels 
expensive, but actually the pricing 
is better than anything else we saw’ 


so we chose 10 samples to get an idea 
how each one would work against the 
mushroom-coloured base cabinets, then 
settled on a light tumbled travertine tile 
from Floors of Stone,’ explains Jon. 

FINAL VERDICT 

‘Everything about the kitchen feels like 
a success and we achieved everything 
we wanted. There isn’t anything we 
would change,’ says Jon.

From the cosy studio in the garden of her home, designer Grace Lane 
of A Threadbear Production gives life to ma^cal creations 
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7 have a very spread out way of working and the need 
to be surrounded by things that inspire me, whether it’s 
a magazine, a photograph or a swatch of fabric’ 


I t’s about 3 pm in the 
afternoon, and Grace 
Lane is working on 
one of her many creations 
lined up on the desk in 
the studio at the back of 
her Lincolnshire home. 
There’s gentle waft of 
Radio Four about the 
place and two lanky dogs 
(Grace and her mother 
Rachel’s rescue dogs, 
Greyhound Woody and 
German wire-hair pointer. Demo) loll on the rug 
waiting with a watchful eye on Grace’s miniature 
thimble to be put down, a sure sign that a walk 
will be on the cards. 

All of the incredible characters Grace makes 
have that aged feel resembling the look of a 
family ted or doll that’s been loved and used 
over decades. The base of the characters start 
from a blank calico body, with the limbs and body

and table space she needs. 


machine stitched, while the head and 
ears are finished by hand. She starts off 
by collecting fabrics in similar colours, 
which determines the type of character 
she’s working on, and then she goes on 
to find charms and accessories to really 
make it come to life. 

A lot of the fabrics and charms used 
to decorate her work come from friends 
and family. Her uncle, a textile designer/ 
collector, and father both work with 
fabric and leather. Her mother has 
friends who donate pieces of jewellery 
and there’s charity shops where Grace 
finds scraps of fabrics. ‘Even the smallest 
item of clothing can go a long way when 
dressing a bear or rabbit,’ she says. As 
quickly as they are finished the creatures are 
instantly put up on her website, where they are 
snapped up by enthusiastic collectors. ^

Explain the making process to us? 

I spend a lot of time outside in parks 
and gardens.

If you own a listed property, chances are that at some point you 
will renovate or undertake work on it. However big or small 
this might be, there will be a lot of detail and research that goes 
into the project. These tips will put you on the right track 


TAKE PHOTOS - AND LOTS OF THEM! 

It sounds obvious, but you would be amazed at how many 
people forget to. Taking pictures at every stage of the project, 
particularly before you start work, is one of the most useful 
ways to document it. Looking back at the photographs allows 
you to see how far the project has progressed. Images can 
also be taken along to meetings with conservation officers, 
architects and other professionals involved in the project. 
Should you wish to sell the house in future, a catalogue of 
images will become part of the property’s history and can 
be passed on for the next custodian to enjoy. 


ASK YOUR NEIGHBOURS 
As well as sharing helpful tips on their 
own experiences of local tradesman, 
they may also have some useful 
information they can pass on about 
local historians, architects and dealing 
with the conservation officer. 


CALCULATE 
THE COSTS 

One of the most 
common issues with 
any property project 
is unplanned costs, 
so make sure you 
incorporate a generous 
contingency Budgeting 
is essential, as costs 
can spiral.

Should the work go on for 
a number of years this can be a useful referencing guide 
to refer to. A diary also serves as a way of documenting 
the memories of your experience to have something to 
look back at when the project is over.
